A NURSE who forged more than 
300 entries to demonstrate her 
competence while training as a 
midwife faces being struck off by 
the Nursing Medical Council. 

Samantha Meeke, 32, of Spillat Close, 
Faversham, pleaded guilty to forging the sig¬ 
natures of medical practitioners and universi¬ 
ty lecturers, verifying she had passed clinical 
training. 

In reality the mother-of-one was taking time 
off work, from the 78-week BSc midwifery 
course to work as an agency nurse. 

Meeke was convicted on three counts of pur¬ 
porting to be someone else with the intention 
to induce another to accept it as genuine at 
Sittingboume Magistrates Court on Monday, 
July 26. 

She was caught when lecturers at 
Canterbury Christ Church University spotted 
an entry had been made in her portfolio when 
a member of staff was on leave. 

The Crown Prosecution Service said Meeke 
had made the entries over a four-month period 
between June and October 2008. NHS fraud 
investigators had pursued the case because 
Meeke presented a risk to public safety. 

The court heard Meeke had fallen behind on 
the course after taking on agency work to sup¬ 
plement her income. Coupled with a sick son, 
it was said Meeke had been under severe 
stress when she made the forgeries. 

Sentencing, chief magistrate, Rodney Boies 
told Meeke: “The difficulty we have is the high

A POPULAR craft centre 
and cafe on the Macknade 
site in Faversham became 
the latest casualty of the 
recession when it closed its 
doors after 18 years in busi¬ 
ness. 

Regular customers were shocked to 
find the Apple Cart Craft Centre and 
Apple Coffee Shop closed, and a mes¬ 
sage pinned to the door informing 
customers it had ceased trading. 

The note, written by owners Sue 
and Ian Sandford, read: “It is with 
great sadness that due to continuing 
poor health, family commitments 
and the recession we have decided to 
terminate the business known as the 
Apple Craft Centre and in particular 
Apple Coffee Shop. 

‘We would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to express our sincere thanks 
to all our customers, both new and 
old, for their patronage over the past 
18 years. Your support and friend¬ 
ship will be deeply missed. 

“Should you wish to contact us, we 
will be here over the next several 
months clearing out our belongings. 
If you post a message through our 
letter box in Selling Road, giving con¬ 
tact details, we will respond. Thank 
you once again.” 

A message left on the company 
answer machine simply said: 
“Unfortunately due to extraneous 
circumstances this business is now 
closed.” 

Stefano Cuomo is a manager at the 
Macknade centre. His family leased 
the land to the Sandfords almost 20 
years ago. He said he was saddened 
to hear the news of the closure. 

He added: “The first we knew was 
there was a sign on the front saying 
the Apple Cart was closing down. A 
couple of customers came in to tell 


us. Before then we were unaware 
and at the moment we don’t know 
much else. 

“It’s a big space and it’s been tough 
for everyone, but they seemed to be 
doing quite a good turnover at lunch 
times. 

“My family leased the land to them 
on a long-term lease, but what the 
future holds we don’t know. It’s still 
only been a week or so since the news 
so we haven’t had time to go and 
have a chat with them.” 

Asked what the Macknade centre 


intended to do with the building, Mr 
Cuomo said it was too early to make 
any plans. 

Macknade Fine Foods centre is 
unaffected by the closure and contin¬ 
ues to trade as normal. 

It stocks specialty coffees, teas, fine 
wines, beers, cheese, meats and fresh 
fruit and vegetables, all selected and 
sourced directly from producers. 

It is especially popular with restau¬ 
rants and catering businesses in 
Swale because many products are 
sourced locally.

number of signatures and initials 
made over a short period. You posed 
a danger to public safety by falsely 
claiming to pass yourself off as a 
qualified midwife.” 

Meeke was given a 12-month com¬ 
munity order to include 200 hours of 
unpaid work and ordered to pay 
£200 in prosecution costs. 

Speaking outside the court NHS 
lead counter fraud specialist Justin 
Warren said: “Meeke was always 
supervised while on clinical practice 
so there was never any threat to 
public safety. However, the post of 
midwife is one of great trust and by 
forging evidence of her clinical com¬ 
petence she posed a real threat to 
young mums.” 

Meeke’s future as a nurse will now 
be the subject of a disciplinary hear¬ 
ing by the Nursing Medical Council.

A CALLOUS thief who stole a war 
pension from an elderly woman 
while she was shopping in 
Sheemess is being hunted by police. 

Police have released CCTV images taken at 
the High Street branch of Savers and are 
appealing for the public’s help in identifying the 
woman in the photograph. 

The pensioner, who is too frightened to be 
identified, fell victim to the theft while out at 
10.45am on Wednesday, July 14. 

The 85-year-old said she had planned to use 
some of the stolen £300 to travel to hospital in 
Medway for treatment following a foot opera¬ 
tion. 

She added: “My daughter lives in South 
Africa and I want to go and visit her. I am all 
alone here now and have no one. My grand¬ 
daughter was visiting and came with me to the 
bank to sort out my bills for when I’m away, but 
then she went back home. I took the £300 to 
pay the rest of the bills and use it to get to the 
hospital. 

“Before I got to Savers I had been to the hos¬ 
pital because the wound had been weeping. I 
was tired and in pain and since the operation I 
can’t walk very far, so after doing my chores I 
went home and planned to pay the bills the 
next day. I got in but when I went to sort out the 
bills the purse was not there. 


“I’ve worked all my life and because I get a 
small war pension I don’t qualify for any help 
and have to get myself to the hospital. I want to 
go and see my family in the autumn, but I can’t 
go until my foot is better. 

“My foot has pins in it and I can’t walk very 
much at the moment.” 

The retired health worker came to Britain 
from Poland during the Second World War, 
nursing British war casualties in hospitals 
around the country. 


After the war she lived in Manchester for 
eight years before finally settling on the Isle of 
Sheppey, where she has been since 1981. 

The vulnerable pensioner says she now only 
goes out to get the essentials, otherwise she 
rarefy leaves her house.

Provoked killer 

Scamp freed by 
Court of Appeal 


Kirsty Scamp 


A WOMAN jailed for stabbing her 
violent boyfriend to death has 
been freed after the Court of 
Appeal ruled she had been pro¬ 
voked into the attack. 

Kirsty Scamp, who was 19 at 
the time of the incident, killed 
Jason Bull, 28, on March 13, 
2006, with a single stab wound 
to the chest. She was sentenced 
to life imprisonment for mur¬ 
der in February, 2007. But 
Scamp launched an appeal, 
arguing that it should have 
been manslaughter. 

“The biggest punishment is the knowledge 
you’ve taken a life,” Scamp said. “I have to live 
with that every day and the feelings of guilt 
never go away. 

“However, I know I’m not a murderer. I did¬ 
n’t mean to kill Jason. He was attacking me 
at the time and I was terrified.” 

Scamp, 24, from Sittingboume, was 
released from Holloway prison on Thursday 
after it was mled the trial judge had failed to 
adequately sum up the issue of provocation to 
the jury at Maidstone Crown Court in 2007. 

Her murder conviction was quashed and a 
lesser sentence of manslaughter imposed 
with a six-year sentence, entitling her to be 
freed immediately. 

Scamp’s appeal lawyers argued the judge 
had not emphasised the extent of Mr Bull’s 
violence and said he was addicted to alcohol, 
took dmgs and had attacked her before his 
death. Solicitor Harriet Wistrich, of Bimberg 
Peirce in London, said it had been found there 
was a misdirection in Scamp’s trial. 

“We’re delighted,” she said. “This is a just 
result.

happen, but we were hoping and praying this 
would be the outcome.” 

Campaigners from Justice for Women 
helped fight Scamp’s case on the grounds that 
she had been subjected to violence in her rela¬ 
tionship with Mr Bull. 

A spokeswoman said: ‘We’re delighted the 
judges saw her conviction was a miscarriage 
of justice. This was about a woman who killed 
to save her own life. We were confident com¬ 
mon sense would prevail and the judges 
would see Kirsty is not a murderer and cer¬ 
tainly not a danger to the public.” 

Justice for Women argued Scamp had been 
brought up in a culture of domestic violence, 
having watched her mother being assaulted 
by her father and then step-father. 

On a number of occasions, she fled with her 
mother and brothers to women’s refuges. 

After setting up home with Mr Bull in 
Sheemess, Scamp claimed she discovered he 
could be violent towards her. 

She said in once incident, in Febmaiy, 2006, 
a month before she stabbed him, he had 
grabbed her by the throat and starting 
punching her, perforating her ear dmm. 

The prosecution case during her trial said 
on the night of Mr Bull’s death Scamp had 
flown into a jealous rage after witnessing him 
on the phone to another girl and lunged at 
him with a knife. 

But Scamp claimed he had grabbed her by 
the hair and started hitting her and she “just 
wanted him to stop”. 

It was argued in the appeal court that the 
trial judge had not properly directed the jury 
on Mr Bull’s violent past and to the extent in 
which Scamp had been provoked.

Ironically, my mouth is still fully functional 
but my coach, Sara Marmont, has introduced 
some radical changes to what I put in it. 

The Arriba! weight loss course costs £40, 
which includes a full-body analysis and a 45- 
minute personal consultation, weekly weigh- 
ins and information talks. All the fees are put 
in a pot to be distributed as prizes at the end - 
with the biggest loser winning up to £300. 

The plan is based around personalised pro¬ 
tein intake designed to fire the metabolism up, 
conserve muscle mass and, in the long-run, 
maximise weight loss. Or that’s the theory. 

For the next 12 weeks I will consume 1,200 
calories each day, drink two litres of water, eat 
113 grams of protein, 25 to 30 grams of fibre 
and have at least five portions of fruit and veg. 

It’s a bit fiddly, and you must be prepared to 
work out your meal plans and eat a high 
amount of protein. My daily intake equates to 
five chicken breasts, six salmon fillets or 19 
eggs - but these food types don’t contain fibre, 
so it’s a continual balancing act. 

During the first week, I was shattered. This 
may have been due to starting an exercise 
regime or the number of night-time visits to 
the loo triggered by the increased water intake. 

Regardless, I lost five pounds and felt moti¬ 
vated to continue. The second week was tricki-

er. I stuck to the plan but struggled to eat the 
full amount of protein, was really constipated 
and bitterly disappointed to learn I hadn’t lost 
an ounce. Not one. 

Sara said the mix of protein and exercise 
may have converted fat into muscle. This set 
alarm bells ringing and triggered a few ques¬ 
tions. How can I eat fewer calories than my 
body needs and not lose weight? And if my fat 
is changing to muscle, could I end up as one big 
bulging bicep? 

That latter thought horrified me and con¬ 
jured images of entering the 2012 Olympics as 
champion weightlifter Jilly Chickenovski. So, I 
did a bit of research. I told my doctor all about 
the challenge and asked if was safe to eat 113 
grams of protein daily (the recommended 
intake is 45 for women and 55 for men). 

Knowing my medical history, he thought it 
was okay for me but recommended people con¬ 
sult their GP before embarking on any high 
protein diet or drastic lifestyle change - espe¬ 
cially if they have an underlying condition such 
as liver or kidney disease. 

I also spoke to NHS obesity manager Ann 
Harrison. She said it was too soon to make any 
judgments, adding that it was far too early for 
the body’s composition to change from fat to 
muscle. She said the lack of weight loss in the 
second week was normal, especially after los¬ 
ing five pounds the week before. 

According to Ann I should be reaching an 
average weight loss of one to two pounds 
-preferably by eating a varied and balanced 
diet. She also assured me that creating a calo¬ 
rie “deficit” would result in weight loss. 

Interestingly, Ann said my constipation may

be a result of the increased fibre and advised 
me to drink enough fluid and wait for my body 
to catch up. 

So, all in all, I haven’t met any great concern 
over the level of protein I’m consuming, apart 
from whether it’s sustainable in the long term. 

Ann says people who eat a lot of protein often 
end up on a diet that is “self-limiting” and she 
worries this can sometimes lead to people inad¬ 
vertently eating less of other foods. 

Only time will tell and I’ll let you know how 
I get on. Next week I’ll write about my new fit¬ 
ness plan and the function of protein, fibre and 
water. Don’t miss it.

Take walk through 
history for charity 

WALKERS are invited to raise money 
for WaterAid by beating a trail along the 
coast path running between Faversham 
and Folkestone. 

Organisers say anyone can take part 
because the paths have been divided into 
13 sections of varying lengths - between 
three and ten miles - and graded from 
easy to severe. Walkers go at their own 
pace, starting and finishing at times that 
suit them.

A spokesman for the event said: “Along 
the Kent coast path participants can 
walk through 2,000 years of English his- 
toiy.

“The Kent coast follows parts of the 
Saxon Shore Way, the Viking Coastal 
Trail and the whole coast of the Isle of 
Thanet, once separated from mainland 
Kent by the Wantsum Channel.

Money raised will help WaterAid to pro¬ 
vide safe water, sanitation and hygiene 
education to those living in poverty in 
Africa, Asia and the Pacific region.

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Hornets a big threat to honey bees

KILLER hornets from across the 
Channel could be driving honey 
bees from their hives. 

The giant insects - around four times the 
size of the British bee - are believed to be trav¬ 
elling from France and forcing the honey bee 
from its home. 

In scenes more likely to be seen in a horror 
film, the hornets hover in front of a hive, 
picking off their victims before ripping off 
the heads, wings and legs and feeding the body 
to their young. 

The rest of the colony is then weakened, 
leaving the hornets free to loot the hive. 

Although bee-lovers warned of their poten¬ 
tial arrival to the UK just months ago, wildlife 
expert Kerry King, from Hythe, believes they 
may have already arrived. 

“There’s a hive in Sandling Park which has 
had honey bees for ten years, but in February

they suddenly left,” he said. “Pesticides aren’t 
used there so it couldn’t be that, and the bees 
disappeared so suddenly. 

“It wouldn’t be hard for these hornets to 
come over from France. If there is a change in 
wind direction they could be swept across - it’s 
only 21 miles. They could even come across on

the ferries.” This new predator, which is two 
inches long with a three-inch wingspan, is the 
Asian hornet, or vespa velutina nigrithorax, 
first seen in France in 2004. 

The species is thought to have arrived in 
Bordeaux from China in a consignment of pot¬ 
tery designed for horticultural trade. 


In 2007, apiaries in France began to see up 
to 70 per cent losses in bee colonies and it was 
soon discovered the monster insects, in groups 
of up to 50, had been on a killing spree. 

One hornet can kill up to 40 honey bees in a 
minute - a group of them up to 30,000 in a few 
hours. 

Mr King said: “There are three things going 
against honey bees; pesticides, parasites and 
these hornets. It’s going to have a detrimental 
effect on our economy if there are no honey 
bees to carry out pollination.” 

A third of foodstuffs are dependant on polli¬ 
nation by honey bees, which also provide more 
than 50 per cent of the pollination of wild 
plants that other wildlife depends on. 

While Asian bees have evolved to cope with 
the attacks, where some 500 bees will mob the 
hornet causing it to overheat, the European 
honey bee is unlikely to survive. 

Three months ago experts from honey 
health specialist Vita said the hornet threat to 
bees was spreading rapidly through France 
and would soon be in the UK. 


Crossing review 
to consider toll 
booth changes 

TOLL booths could be removed from the 
Dartford crossing in an effort to tackle con¬ 
gestion. 

Dartford MP Gareth Johnson said he had 
raised the matter with Transport Secretary 
Phillip Hammond. 

Mr Johnson said: “Ministers have accepted 
that current levels of congestion at the cross¬ 
ing cannot be allowed to continue. There was 
an acceptance that there has to be change. 

“The ministry is carrying out a review of 
the logistics involved in removing the toll 
booths and the congestion and pollution they 
cause. 

‘While this review is being carried out the 
ministiy will also look at the possibility of 
allowing tolls to be suspended when severe 
tailbacks build up. 

“It clearly makes sense for the tolls to be 
suspended to allow tailbacks to clear.” 


Boris Island drifts 
further off course 


AN AIRPORT in the Thames Estuary will 
not be considered by the coalition 
Government, according to aviation minister 
Theresa Villiers. 

Conservative London Mayor Boris 
Johnson believes his £40 billion ‘Boris 
Island’ idea could 
become a reality 
within ten years - 
but the plans have 
been controversial 
from the start. 

Now his own 
party has distanced 
itself from the pro¬ 
posals, which Mr 
Johnson put for¬ 
ward as an alterna¬ 
tive to a third run¬ 
way at Heathrow. 

Responding to a 
parliamentary 
question from 
Gillingham and 
Rainham MP Rehman Chishti (Con), Mrs 
Villiers confirmed it was not an option the 
Government was considering. 

She added: “Our priority is to make effi¬ 
cient use of existing airport infrastructure 
in the South East.”

Deadly Somme weapon located 


EVIDENCE of a long-forgotten 
British secret weapon aimed at 
shortening the war in the trench¬ 
es is coming to light along the 
Somme Valley in northern France 
- the scene of unimaginable 
slaughter in 1916. 

Parts of a giant flame-thrower, which 
would have engulfed the German front line 
in a blistering inferno, have been unearthed 
by archaeologists who now believe they can 
pinpoint the exact location of the massive 
weapon - still buried under tonnes of earth. 

It was destroyed by German shellfire - 
purely coincidentally - before it could ever be 
used - and three similar weapons were never 
deployed in action. 

Royal Engineers, based at Chatham, 
designed the device which could hurl 1,000 
gallons of burning oil at the enemy 

But it needed more than 300 men to 
manoeuvre it into position along the British 
lines. And it was while this was being done 
that German shells hit the working parties. 

Troops ran for cover, abandoning the flame¬ 
thrower, which was buried as the ground 
erupted amid the carnage of exploding shells. 

French historian Frederick Hadley, curator 
of a museum specialising in the Battle of the 
Somme in the town of Peronne, said parts of 
the “First World War: Shock and Awe” 
weapon had come to light recently 

“The flame-thrower had been known about 
via military records but no physical evidence 
had ever emerged as to its location,” he said. 

“It was supposed to go into action on July 1, 
1916 - the opening day of the Battle of the 
Somme, near the village of Mametz - but 
shellfire dropped on the troops bringing it 
into position. 

“There had been many reports of the inci-

dent but no artefacts recovered until now. 

“Excavations of top soil have recovered the 
valves which would have regulated the flow 
of oil to be ignited - but the main hose has 
never been found. 

“However, archaeologists think they know 
where it is and are seeking help in the form 
of finance and the necessary earth-movers to 
bring it to light. 

“There are also tanks which would have 
held the fuel to be burnt - they are still 
under the ground somewhere as well.” 

The secret weapon was developed by the 
Royal Engineers and the man at the front 
charged with its deployment was Major 
William Livens, who had also supervised the 
installation of gas projectiles. 

It took the form of a massive hose linked to 
giant fuel tanks with accompanying regula¬ 
tory valves to control the flow of liquid. 

This was intended to run through an 
underground trench snaking out from the 
British lines into no-man’s-land. 

The fuel would have been ignited as it left 
the nozzle of the hose and projected towards 
the German lines - around 100 yards away 

M Hadley said: “If it had ever have been 
used it would have literally resulted in a wall 
of fire descending on the German trenches. 
The result would most likely have been utter 
panic.” 

The flames would also have resulted in 
oxygen being sucked into the fire suffocating 
German soldiers who had taken cover in 
underground bunkers and previously secure 
dugouts. 

But because of its unwieldiness, the num¬ 
ber of men needed to operate it and the 
destruction of the prototype, the three simi¬ 
lar weapons being produced were never 
deployed. 


Police at your beck and call 


WHEN staff at the Kent Police Force Contact 
and Control Centre pick up the phone they 
have no idea who’s on the other end. 

The caller could be phoning to report a 
major incident, a crime in progress or per¬ 
haps a motorway crash. 

But whatever it is about, the listening 
skills and calm approach of the call-handlers 
ensure the person is given the help they need 
- and in some cases the advice given over the 
phone could help save someone’s life. 

For staff at the centre, their work is unpre¬ 
dictable and sometimes challenging - but it 
is always very worthwhile. 

Kent Police receives an average of 700-800 
emergency calls a day - which are all dealt 
with at its Force Contact and Control Centre. 

Alongside emergencies, the centre takes a 
further 1,000-1,200 non-emergency calls a 
day, ranging from people seeking advice on 
legislation to those phoning in with informa¬ 
tion to assist the police.

“We don’t get a lot of nuisance or hoax 999 
calls, but when we do these callers could be 
putting other people’s lives at risk.” 

Ch Insp Faulconbridge said: “All calls are 
valuable, as the callers are possibly witness¬ 
es to what happened.” 

All emergency calls - when there is a crime 
in progress or a life at risk - to Kent Police 
should be made by dialling 999. All other 
calls should be made to 01622 690690.

Gary Wright asks if it will make any difference should public-sector employees strike over cuts 



I WASN’T shocked to learn that union 
activists at local councils are threaten¬ 
ing strike action to show their anger as 
the cuts in public spending become clear. 

After years of retiring at 60 and being assured of a 
job for life, all at the ratepayers’ expense (yes, I know 
it’s ‘council-taxpayers’, but we all understand 
‘ratepayers’), suddenly our council chums have to 
account for how they are spending our cash. 

So, batten down the hatches and prepare for them to 
demonstrate their outrage outside your town hall next 
year. But what are they protesting about exactly? 

Well, in a nutshell they’re a bit cross that those peo¬ 
ple who have worked in the private sector all their 
lives will no longer be relied upon to fork out - getting 
on for a couple of grand a month - for the privilege of 
having their bins emptied every couple of weeks. 

Planning applications have fallen dramatically 
since the credit squeeze, so I expect borough and dis¬ 
trict planning departments to be shedding jobs by the 
dozen.

Free over-60s train 
travel worth a try 

Kent Green Party believes free bus 
travel for the over-60s in England 
and Wales should be extended to 
cover train travel too. 

Outside the larger cities, bus trav¬ 
el options in the evenings and on 
Sundays are either limited or 
unavailable. Meanwhile, train serv¬ 
ices more commonly run through¬ 
out the evenings and on Sundays, 
and for many public transport 
users are the only way to get 
around. Free rail travel for the 
over-60s would enable the elderly to 


travel in the evenings and on 
Sundays in many more areas, and 
also relieve pressure on some of the 
busiest daytime bus services. 

As an experiment we recommend 
an initial trial in the South East, 
where evening train services are 
comprehensive and where a further 
reduction of road traffic would be 
an environmental benefit. 

We accept an annual charge of 
perhaps £12.50 per annum would 
be needed to cover administrative 
costs and to discourage applicants 
who would hardly use it. 

This proposal would offset some 
of the future expected worsening of 
living costs for pensioners while 
removing many reluctant drivers 
from the roads, and reducing pres¬ 
sure on the roads and improving 
air quality and cutting emissions.

Wider benefits of 
good dental health 

A shocking new study suggests 
males with type 2 diabetes are 
twice as likely to suffer from tooth 
loss than those without the illness. 

The 20-year study was presented 
at the International Association of 
Dental Research conference in 
Barcelona. It followed 38,000 males 
from 1986 to 2006 to examine con¬ 
nections between diabetes and 
tooth loss or gum disease. The 
study was carried out in Brigham 
and Women’s Hospital in Boston, 
USA, and presented by one of the 
four authors, M. Jimenez, at the 
conference. At the beginning of the 
trial all the participants had all 
their own teeth and were showing 
no signs of periodontitis (advanced 
gum disease). 

Over the course of the study 
11,478 new cases of tooth loss were 
reported by the participants, and 
3,589 new cases of periodontitis. 

Eliminating other risk factors for 
gum disease, type 2 diabetes was 
found to be the common factor 
which increased tooth loss by half. 

These results are shocking, 
although we have known for years 
that diabetics are more likely to 
suffer from gum disease, the extent 
of the increase in such a large 
study is surprising. Recent studies 
have also shown a potential link 
between gum disease and develop¬ 
ment of diabetes, so this is a partic¬ 
ularly interesting area. Studies in 
the past have shown a link between 
oral health and other serious ill¬ 
nesses such as cardiovascular dis¬ 
ease, stroke and arthritis, and this 
study highlights again the impor¬ 
tance of looking after our teeth. It 
isn’t just about having a nice smile; 
it’s about overall body health. 

Diet was also found to be a con¬ 
tributing factor to the increased 
gum disease. Men with diabetes 
whose total fruit and vegetable 
intake was below average were 
twice as likely to report periodonti¬ 
tis compared to men with the same 
fruit and vegetable intake but with¬ 
out diabetes. The foundation 
emphasises good oral healthcare 
and preventive dentistry as the 
best way to keep your teeth for life, 
and look after your oral and overall 
health. Brushing your teeth for two 
minutes twice a day with fluoride 
toothpaste is one of the most suc¬ 
cessful ways to maintain healthy 
teeth. 

Combine this with visiting your 
dentist regularly and cutting down 
on how often you have sugary foods 
and drinks in your diet, and you 
will be helping yourself greatly. 

It is also important to clean 
between your teeth with floss once 
a day.

Oare opened in 2005 after renovations 
using cash from the Lottery Fund, 
English Heritage, Forestry Commission, 
Seeda, Defra, Faversham Town Council 
and Swale Borough Council. The park is 
managed by Swale in partnership with 
Groundwork Kent and Medway. 

RNLl's double call 

SHEERNESS lifeboat was launched at 
12.50pm on Saturday to go to the aid of 
a 45ft fishing vessel, Emeline, reported 
to have run aground off Pollard Spit, at 
the eastern end of Sheppey. 

Emeline’s crew of two were happy to 
wait for high tide to take them back to 
sea and the lifeboat returned to base. 

The RNLI crew was out again on 
Sunday, after reports that a 27ft angling 
boat had broken down off Ham Gat on 
the Isle of Sheppey. The vessel was taken 
under tow to Queenborough. 


A FORMER sergeant with a rare 
vocal condition who accused Kent 
Police of crushing her dreams of 
becoming a dog handler has lost her 
claim for disability discrimination. 

Bosses at the force told Catherine Gilbert, 36, 
from Sittingboume, that she would have found 
it virtually impossible to give clear orders to the 
animals due to her suffering from the rare voice 
disorder called spasmodic dysphonia (SD). 

But Miss Gilbert, who quit in 2005 after a pay 
dispute, felt aggrieved she was not even allowed 
to try and turned to the law. 

However, an employment tribunal last week 
ruled the case was “misconceived” and that she 
should contribute a sum of money - believed to 
be about £2,000 - towards legal costs. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas said: 
‘We are obviously sorry Miss Gilbert has not 
been able to pursue the career she chose, but it 
is important officers who are selected for a role 
are able to meet the necessaiy standards. 

“We also have a duty to protect the public 
purse and we always seek compensation for

legal costs in those cases where claimants are 
not successful.” 

SD is a rare disorder in which one or more 
muscles of the voice box move involuntarily, 
causing a sufferer’s speech to sound abnormally 
high or tight. There is no cure although there 
are treatments that lessen its effects, such as 
botox injections. 

Miss Gilbert showed early symptoms of the 
condition in 1997 but was not diagnosed until 
2005, after which time she went on sick leave, 
which she claimed was due to anxiety and 
depression brought on by her poor treatment by 
the force. 

She told an earlier hearing at the tribunal in 
Ashford that when employed by Kent Police the 
force failed to make “reasonable adjustments” 
for her condition, leaving her unable to commu¬ 
nicate with colleagues or use the telephone 
without difficulty. 

She added that she was not offered coun¬ 
selling to help cope with the disorder. 

Had Miss Gilbert been successful with her

claim for disability discrimination, she stood to 
pocket tens of thousands of pounds in compen¬ 
sation. But in a reserved judgement, the tribu¬ 
nal panel unanimously ruled that she was “not 
disabled for the purposes of the Disability 
Discrimination Act” and dismissed the action. 

At the earlier hearing in August, last year, tri¬ 
bunal chairman Martin Kurrein had warned 
that “the act is not a charter to blame someone 
for everything that happens to them in life”.

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After years of bit-part roles Justin 
proves he's not on The Rebound

TWELVE years ago he was playing 
roles that didn’t even appear on 
the movie’s closing credits. But 
now, Justin Bartha - aka the 
anonymous clubgoer in the 1998 
disco film 54 - has reached leading 
man status with his latest movie 
The Rebound. 

Along the way there have been hits 
(National Treasure, The Hangover) and miss¬ 
es (Gigli), but 32-year-old Bartha says he feels 
“extremely grateful for all the great things 
that have happened”. 

The first of his family to forge a career in act¬ 
ing, started out in high-school plays and doing 
community theatre, before training at univer¬ 
sity in New York only to find himself “bum¬ 
ming around trying to get a job”. 

That first job was behind the camera, as a 
production assistant on Analyze This in 1999. 
Later that year, he made his professional act¬ 
ing debut in a short film called Tag. A few 
quiet years followed before he joined the then 
couple-du-jour Ben Affleck and Jennifer Lopez 
in the universally panned Gigli in 2003. Then 
a year later, he finally got his big break as the 
comedic computer whiz Riley Poole in the 
National Treasure films. 

In romantic comedy The Rebound Bartha 
plays Aram Finkelstein, a directionless 24- 
year-old who becomes a nanny for Sandy, the 
perfect suburban wife, played by Catherine 
Zeta Jones, who’s just discovered her husband 
has been having an affair. The pair embark on 
a relationship that goes swimmingly until 
reality rears its ugly head. 

“It’s a really great romantic comedy and 
something everyone can enjoy,” says Bartha. 

“It’s a New York love story where Catherine 
and myself have just got out of bad relation¬ 
ships but find it’s the wrong time to explore 
theirs because of their ages and where they 


are in their life.” 

Written and directed by Julianne Moore’s 
husband Bart Freundlich, Aram’s optimistic 
and romantic stance on life makes him a 
refreshingly sympathetic male character. 

“Aram is a nice guy and there’s some role 
reversal in the movie,” says Bartha. ‘You’re so 
used to seeing men in movies being aggressive 
idiots who are only looking for sex. Aram is a 
sensitive man and that’s really interesting. 
He’s almost too sensitive.” 

But, despite Bartha’s eagerness, it was to be 
a few years before he was cast. 

Director Freundlich has since explained that 


he needed to explore a wide range of people to 
be sure Bartha was the right choice - and 
Bartha readily admits he thought he wouldn’t 
get the role after hearing Catherine Zeta 
Jones had been cast as Sandy. 

As for working with our home-grown star, 
Bartha’s nothing short of gushing. “She’s fan¬ 
tastic. Who doesn’t like her?” 

It’s lucky they got along, as the pair share an 
intimate moment on a sofa before being inter¬ 
rupted by Sandy’s son. 

“It’s very awkward doing those scenes,” he 
laughs. “In that scene I have to fall off this 
couch and kept scraping my chest, so by the 



end of the day I had this rash on it. It was very 
‘not sexy’.” 

Another scene that creates a big laugh hap¬ 
pens when Aram takes Sandy on a date to see 
his best friend’s amateur dramatic showcase, 
which turns out to consist of 46 theatrical 
scenes - with no interval. 

“What’s funny is that it seems like such a 
comedy scene but acting workshops really are 
like that,” he says. “I’ve been to tons of them.”

WHILE glitzy KitzbiiheTs 
infrastructure is perfectly 
prepared for the deluge of 
skiers and snowboarders, 
there is a very different feel 
to the area come summer. 

When the hedonism and intensity 
of the ski season has melted away, 
visitors relish the gorgeous scenery 
and, even better, try the variety of 
adventurous pursuits on offer in the 
area. 

I began my four-day break on the 
Saturday evening, and checked into 
what would be my base for the trip - 
the four-star Hotel Jagerwirt, run by 
the same family for four generations. 

The first dinner for our 10-strong 
group was a hearty combination of 
lamb, potato gratin and spinach, 
before a nightcap at Flannigan’s, the 
local Irish bar. 

Next morning, the minibus whisked 
us off to the Mountain High centre 
in Kirchdorf - to be measured for 
wetsuits, lifejackets and helmets for 
our first activity - the family rafting. 

Our time in the 12ft x 6ft raft was 
great fun, and the highlight was 
jumping out of the vessel to float 
down through the rapids on our 
backs, before climbing out and jump¬ 
ing from a cliff face into a plunge pool. 

The rafting course took us into a 
part of Germany for a short while, 
through the wildly romantic Klob- 
enstein Canyon, until the minibus 
came to collect our equipment and 
return us back to Mountain High. 

After lunch, we took the five- 
minute walk from the hotel to the 
Mountain Edge bike centre. 

Our guide Rob provided helmets, 
gloves and bikes, before leading us 


on a specially tailored ride to the 
lake at Schwarzsee, a haven for local 
holidaymakers on this particular 
weekend - a Tyrolean bank holiday 
with the sun shining. 

There was an Italian buffet at the 
Jagerwirt on Sunday night, while 
Monday morning promised our third 
activity of the week- canyoning. This 
was not for the faint-hearted, and four 
of our group backed out when peer¬ 
ing over the edge of the gorge. 

But those of us who stuck with it 
were rewarded with an hour of 
sheer excitement involving slither¬ 
ing down rockslides carved into the 
rock, jumping into frothing plunge 
pools, hanging from cliff faces, and 
floating down through ice-cold water 
on our backs until we reached the 
rest of our party at the base. 

After the adrenaline rush of the 
morning, it was time for a gentle 


three-hour walk through farms, 
forests and flowery meadows and up 
to a waterfall on the south side of 
the Kitzbuheler Horn, which offered 
us excellent views across the town. 

After a dinner of Wiener Schnitzel, 
a few of us embarked on a night out 
in Kitz, stumbling from the town’s 
main nightspot, The Londoner bar - 
jam-packed to the rafters during ski 
season - in the early hours. 

There were sore heads next day as 
we tried Canadian canoeing. Though 
the canoes were safe and stable, 
steering them proved difficult and 
we had countless collisions with the 
rocky banks and capsizes galore. 

While we were on the river, the 
under-14s on our trip had a swim 
and splash around in a nearby lake.

First-time buyers key to 
getting market moving 

HOUSE prices fell last month, with 
Halifax’s house price index showing a 0.6 
per cent drop and the LSL/Acadametrics 
index showing prices decreasing by 0.5 
per cent. 

But LSL/Acadametrics reports a 7.7 
per cent year-on-year rise in prices, with 
Halifax showing a 6.3 per cent rise. 

Analysts say the average property 
price in England and Wales is £218,119. 

Martin Ellis, housing economist at 
Halifax, said: “The June price fall contin¬ 
ued the trend of a slowdown seen since the 
beginning of this year, following a moder¬ 
ate recovery in 2009. This pattern is in 
line with our view that prices will remain 
pretty much unchanged this year.” 

LSL/Acadametrics also reveals a 20 
per cent jump in the number of proper¬ 
ties sold to 63,500 in June - up from 
52,975 in May. 

David Brown, commercial director at 
LSL Property Services, says the key to a 
market recovery lies with first-time buy¬ 
ers. But he adds: ‘We can’t discount fur¬ 
ther prices falls in the next few months 
as the market continues to stabilise.” 

And Peter Williams, chairman of 
Acadametrics, says traditionally the 
number of houses sold in June is higher 
than in May. 

He said: “This year sales in May were 
abnormally low, possibly owing to uncer¬ 
tainty as a consequence of the election.” 

Study shows seven-year 
low for mortgage rates 

MORTGAGE rates are at their lowest for 
seven years, according to new research. 

The study by Moneyfacts.co.uk found 
the average interest-rate on a two-year 
fixed rate mortgage is 4.52 per cent the 
lowest since September 2003. 

Interest rates on fixed rate mortgages 
have been dropping since September 
last year, as lenders attempt to entice 
borrowers away from low standard vari¬ 
able rates (SVRs). 

“Many borrowers are opting to remain 
on record low SVRs and overpaying their 
mortgage rather than secure a new deal 
at a higher rate,” said Michelle Slade, 
Moneyfacts.co.uk spokesperson. 

“Lenders are trying to persuade bor¬ 
rowers onto new fixed rate deals by mak¬ 
ing significant cuts to rates. 

“Previously, only deals for borrowers 
with large deposits were seeing cuts, but 
as the market improves borrowers with 
smaller deposits are being offered more 
competitive deals too.”

FOUR out of ten landlords reckon 
they would not be able to cover the 
mortgage payments on their prop¬ 
erties if interest rates increase by 
two per cent. 

A fortnight ago the Bank of England held 
the base rate at 0.5 per cent for the 16th con¬ 
secutive month, which is just as well as 
according to a poll by flat share website 
Spareroom.co.uk, who discovered four out of 
ten UK landlords are receiving rents barely 
covering the monthly mortgage repayments 
on their properties. 

For 22 per cent of respondents, a rate rise of 
just one per cent would mean the sums don’t 
add up, and for ten per cent of landlords ques¬ 
tioned the situation is far worse, with a rate 
rise of just 0.5 per cent resulting in a rent- 
mortgage shortfall. 

The research also revealed that six out of ten 
landlords have been forced to hike monthly 
rents since the start of the year, with one in 
five planning to increase rents by five per cent 
this year, and 18 per cent factoring in an 
increase of between three and five per cent. 

However, more than half of these landlords 
said they are worried that they could lose loyal 
and valuable tenants as a result. 

Spareroom.co.uk director Matt Hutchinson 
describes Britain’s landlords in a catch-22 sit¬ 
uation. 

He said: “On the one hand the rise in Capital 
Gains Tax for higher rate taxpayers means 
that many landlords either won’t be able to 
sell their buy-to-let properties full-stop or will 
sell at a far greater loss. “At the same time, 
holding onto their properties means they are 


at the mercy of the Bank of England and fac¬ 
ing higher mortgage payments.” 

Some landlords have also expressed confu¬ 
sion over the concept of ‘fair wear and tear’ 
which has prompted tenancy deposit protec¬ 
tion scheme, mydeposits.co.uk, to create a 
guide for landlords offering advice on how to 
make a sound judgement call at the end of a 
tenancy period. 

As there are no hard and fast rules on what is 
reasonable for wear and tear the new guide 


aims to help landlords weigh up the different 
factors involved in the decision-making process. 

A number of areas, from the length of the 
tenancy period to the occupants themselves 
and the difference between wear and tear and 
damage, are explored. 

The guide also highlights the importance of 
communication between landlord and tenant, 
particularly at the outset of the tenancy, when 
the landlord can set expectations of the ten¬ 
ants and the final condition of the property. 


Energy-efficient homes to miss stamp penalty 



HOMEOWNERS are being 
advised to make their homes 
more energy efficient before 
putting them on the market if 
proposed stamp duty penalties 
come into force. 

Ministers are examining intro¬ 
ducing an increase in stamp duty 
for homes which fall into the 
lowest efficiency bands. 

According to one home energy 
expert, buyers could be put off 
purchasing homes with poor 
energy efficiency to avoid paying 
an extra 0.5 per cent on top of 
their stamp duty bill. 

Marc Blomfield, managing direc¬ 
tor of The National EPC Company, 
a leading provider of Energy 


Performance Certificates (EPCs) 
said: “Millions of homes with poor 
insulation, draughty windows 
and inefficient boilers could be 
subject to the stamp duty penalty, 
potentially putting off buyers. 

“Despite scrapping home infor¬ 
mation packs, the Government 
has signalled its intention to 
increase household energy effi¬ 
ciency by retaining the EPC as 
a required marketing tool. 

“The stamp duty penalty would 
be a further incentive for home- 
owners to make energy saving 
improvements to their homes 
and would be a part of the pro¬ 
posed Green Deal initiative, 
which includes measures to help 


homeowners pay for efficiency 
improvements.” 

The stamp duty penalty sugges¬ 
tion was included in a report com¬ 
missioned by former Chancellor 
Alastair Darling and could be 
tied in with a package of energy 
saving incentives. 

Marc Blomfield added: “The 
Government is committed to 
reducing carbon dioxide emis¬ 
sions and sees households as the 
major target. More than 40 per 
cent of the UK’s C02 emissions 
result from choices people make 
as individuals, with the majority 
coming from the home.”

We’re building 
from scratch and it’s going to 
take a bit of time to get a team 
together, but we’re doing okay. 

“Personally, I’d like to get out of 
the County League as quickly as 
possible and win it in two seasons, 
although that’s quite a challenge.”

The Brickies were in action last 
night against Margate at Hartsdown Park, 
before playing their third game ahead of 
the new season on Thursday, when Kent 
League side Lordswood make the trip to 
Bourne Park. Kick-off is at 7.45pm.
